The QCWA Board of Directors will meet on April 8 & 9, 1988, in Irving, Texas. The agenda is 
heavy, but if you have matters which should come before the Board, send your material to Jim 
Walsh, W7LVN (see address above). -Agenda items should be clearly identified together with 
your reasons for the request and full information with respect to your request. 


We have received word that the Dayton Hamvention will expect to host a very important 
event - a meeting of a number of experts in the field of RFI will be on hand to talk to and 
to provide answers to questions in a forum to be attended by Congressional Representatives. 
This meeting may go far toward bringing to our legislators some basic understandings of the 
extent of the problem. In this day of environmentalists, most of whom fly by the seat of 
their pants, with little fundamental understanding of the matters upon which they exert 
influence. Among those who will appear is Al Marquardt, W5PXH, President of the Dallas 
Chapter of QCWA. AI has had great interest in this matter for years, and is considered to be 
an expert in all phases of RFI. If you are planning on attending the Hamvention, be sure to 
take part in the forum

QCWA Secretary Jim Walsh and Headquarters are investigating the pro’s and con's of desktop 
publishing in so far as the QCWA Journal is concerned. At present all material is prepared by 
computer, printed and pasted up. With the desktop we would theoretically be able to prepare 
entire pages, layout, type fonts, borders, etc. This might provide a real saving in time. Only 
time. and studies will tell. One thing is certain, it will require that QCWA have another 


computer. At-present our basic-computer is- busy-most-of- the time with-membership files and —— 


associated work. When work is begun on the Journal, then work on the Files must stop. This 
sort of stop-go procedure is wasteful and time consuming. If an when a desktop procedure is 
inaugurated, a separate computer system is in order.....for the Journal, and for carrying on 
QCWA membership correspondence, etc. 


QCWA is working toward reducing the operations required to renew QCWA membership. At 
present the transactions are noted on a permanent card, one for each member. Then the 
information is placed in the computer database, then a membership card is typed out with the 
necessary information, an envelope is addressed (may be computer label) and the material is 
sent to the member. Our present plan is to use the card then enter the data in the database, 
then on special forms, have the computer fill out the membership card, address it for mailing 
so that with one key-function, the whole schmeer will be automatic, and error-free, provided 
of course that the database has no errors. Window envelopes will be used to send the form 
acknowledging renewals, or new members, and upon which the membership card is a part.
